the keenest folklorist s fevling of satiaty. 
‘Lhore are all imeginable stories on the subject 
~some even trench on the realms which more 
commonly portain to witchcraft and fairy 
influence. Apparently the author has no very 
definite theory as to the origin of the belief in 
the evil: eye, but putting together the rather 
frogmentary and scattered remarks on the 
sabject one gathera that he copsiders the 
superstilion to be a pre-Christian warning 
agaipet covetonaneas, envy, and all uncharit- 
ableneis.. A bad heart is supposed to influenco, 
the eye fox evil, but om the other band 
we are. given. instances of tho eye baving 
bad effects involuntarily’ and oven against 
| the will of the injurer. “Perhapa, however, hie 
heart lod xetained* moro original sin than ho 
was consclous: of. Pre-Christian the belief 
evidently. is, though probably adopted and 
adspted by primitive churches, us were 80 many 
other “stperstitions,” for the early Celtic and ; 
Boman oburchos with much. wisdom Chris- 
tianised, so. to speak, the pagan beliefs they. 
found in the country.. _Inderd, the Venerable 
Bode tells us that one of the Popes advised the 
British missionaries to disturb as little as might 


in Celtic districts than elsewheré, inaking, tn 
especial, the Roman Catholio parts of Ireland ; 
and the Highlands of Scotland the well-stocked 
preserves of the folklorist. Such adoption on 
tho part of the pre- Reformation oburches also, 
in some part, accounts for tho Bible texts which 
Dr. Maclagan tells us ave: bronght forward by - 
Lelievers iu “the eye" as proof of the existence 
of such influence.

Young ond handsome persons, milk cows, horses 
and produce of a} kinds are expecially liable to 


‘injwy, as ako is anything that has beon asked 
. for and refused; and many instances are given 


to show that cattle obd horses which their ~ 
owners had refused to sell had suffered and even 
died, according to local belief, from the malign 
influence of the disappointed one. Very varied 
and curious are the means used to remove the 
effects of “ overlooking,” ond to find out who 
vbad eauced the injury, Water, either simple or 
poured on to silver, gold or ooppor, iron, colour- 
ed threads ‘are some of the least usofal from o 
modern point of view. It would ‘have been 
interesting to have had the.author’s opinion as 
a medical mau on yome of tbe appsrently more 
authentic cures effected. 

Allowicg a large proportion to be coincidence, 
trickery, exaggeration, perhaps foith cures, 
there seems to be still afew which cannot well 
be assigned to these cause, and itseems probable 
thut the “wise” person or “exorcist,” as he or 
she might be called, may harya knowledge, now 
rare, of natiza remedies and of the effects of 
certain plants, of sudden shocks and changes of: 
(emperature, &c., which would in, all likelihood 
asvist to cure, Such persins might work on 
the credulity of their neighours by using cul- 
oured threads end incantations, and by iavoking 
the names of the Trinity, or possibly they” 
might themselves believe that, charms und runes 
would help their ‘ medicine.”
